WATER FOR BRRAN. 


Alderman Stevenson has Been Invests 


gating the Subject of Procuring 


a Water Supply. 


water supply; and now would be 
as good a time to start it as any. 
The city council discussed this 
matter at length Wednesday night 
at a special meeting, and decided 
to take early action in the matter 
of boring a well, either a pumper 
or artesian. 


Alderman J. B. Stevenson has 
spent some time recently investi­ 
gating the matter of boring a well 
to furnish water for street sprink­ 
ling and other purposes. 
He vis­ 
ited the wells at Houston, which 
are so successfully supplying tnat 
cites and he says that it is practi­ 
cable for Bryan to get a water 
supply at reasonable cost, 
that 
will be permanent and reliable. 
Mr. Stevenson says we can bore 
a well of such size and in such 
manner that if we go only a few 
hundred feet and use the well for 
a time as a pumper, we carf at any 
time thereafter extend it deeper, 
and have as good a well as if it 
were finished at one boring. 
A Houston man who is familiar 
with the geology of this section 
and who is a well man of experi­ 
ence, told 
Mr. 
Stevenson 
that 
we can undoubtedly get artesian 
water here by going after it. 
The wells at Houston are highly 
satisfactory. 
The are protected 
from depredation by safe devices. 
Mr. Stevenson thinks that the fail­ 
ure of the Bryan city well, which 
has caused us so much trouble, is 
due to natural causes, and not to 
depredation. 
He thinks the very 
light casing used has given way to 
pressure. 
Toward the bottom it 
stands in a big hole caused by the 
pumping out of quicksand, and 
by the falling of clay or rocks 
the pipe has been jammed together 
or bent and closed. 
He says a 
well should be bored and cased 
with good heavy stuff. 
Mr. Stevenson examined some of 
the neweet things in well strainers, 
and says that by their use all 
trouble from quicksand can cer­ 
tainly be avoided. 
Bryan ought to have a good 
well, properly cased— one that will 
stay awhile, and that will be a 
good start for an 
artesian well 
when bored deeper. 
In fact, we 
ought to have an artesian 
well

Mr. Walker was about 50 years 
old, and was formerly a resident 
of Brazos county, near Tabor.

Mr. Walker was a member of the 
Baptist church and leaves a wife, 
three sons and a step-daughter, 
the latter being Mrs. J. A. Thomp­ 
son of Zak. 
His sons are C. /. 
Walker of Fort Worth, 
Elmer 
Walker of Baird 
and Clarence 
Walker of California. 
Mr. Walker was a good man and 
his death is deeply deplored by 
many friends in Brazos county.
